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A Friendly Talk to Fathers and Mothers 


Introduction: I feel deeply impressed 
to write an article on the above named 
subject, and for a text will use Proverbs 
22:6, “Train up a child in the way he 
should go: and when he is old, he will 
not depart from it.” 

To begin with we want to give the 
meamng of the word “train.” It means 
“to entice, to educate, to rear and in- 
struct; to drill; to discipline.” Accord- 
ing to this there is a tremendous respon- 
sibility resting upon the shoulders of ev- 
ery father and mother in the world. 
Yes, when the little one arrives, there 
arrives not only the support of the 
child from a temporal standpoint, but 
also from a spiritual and educational 
standpoint. When you begin to think 
about the ever-increasing evils of the 
last days it will make every intelligent, 
rational-minded father and mother be- 
gin to ask themselves, Am I doing all 
that I can to train up my children in 
the way they should go? Have I en- 
deavored to give them the disciplinary 
training that will save me from unnec- 
essary embarrassment in public _ places 
of gatherings? 

Father and mother, have you stopped 
to consider how many different schemes 
Satan has to decoy and bring your chil- 
dren into SIN and degradation? I know 
we are living in a day of great achieve- 
ments, opportunities, etc., but we are 
also living in a day of wickedness and 
deception. Thirty years ago your daugh- 
ter could not be taken fifty miles away 
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from home in one hour to some old tav- 
ern where some old drunken hoodlum 
could view her almost nude body. You 
know that in almost every newspaper 
there is an account of where some sex- 
crazed, demon-possessed fiend has hacked 
to death some poor mother’s darling girl. 
You will perhaps say that the girl was in 
the wrong place. Right you are, but 
who was to be blamed for it? About 
nine times out of ten it was for the 
lack of good home discipline. Yes, many 
fine boys and girls with special talents 
have gone to a premature death just for 
the lack of good home training and 
common sense. 

Father and mother, be assured tha 
Satan loses no opportunities to disgrace 
and bring to shame your precious chil- 
dren. Not so long ago a child came over 
to my house and said to my boy, (who 
is about eleven years old), “Let me tell 
you how to be a good gangster” (or 
words to that effect). Here is what he 
said, “Just put a handkerchief over 
your face until it covers about half of 
your nose, then pull your hat down 
close to your eyes and that’s the way.” 
When asked where he obtained the in- 
formation he said at the movie. The sad 
part of it, he is a Church of God mem- 
ber’s child. Can you imagine it! Oh, it’s 
terrible to behold how neglectful Chris- 
tian fathers and mothers are in training 
their dear little boys and girls. 

Training, as you will observe, means to 


see that your child has a good education. 


Sad to say but right here is where many 
parents fail. Just as soon as their chil- 
dren get up to where they can make 
good progress in their studies, they will 
begin to cry to stay at home. Then 
comes the parents’ time to take Paul’s 
Read Ephesians 6:4, the last 
clause, “But bring them up in the 
nurture and admonition of the lord.” 
Our text says, “Trairi them up,” and 
here Paul says, “Bring them up.” Now 
fathers and mothers, it’s your duty to 
see that your children have that that 
will qualify them for their future voca- 
tion in life. 

They also need to be trained how to 
behave in society as well as in_ the 
church. Some parents rear their children 
in such a way that they are a nuisance 
to society and religion. Pafents, you 
should teach your children im early years 
good manners, such as how to treat old 
people, how to act at the house of God, 
etc. Also, you should select the company 
they keep as bad company will lead them 
to ruin and destruction. Parents, do you 
mean to tell me that you will let your 
little fifteen-year-old girl go to the 
movie with some low-down hoodlum 
and then expect to reap the fruits of 
righteousness from that kind of a 
character? NO, A THOUSAND TIMES 
NO. Do you know that there are many 
church members that know more about 
their chickens, cows, hogs, and dogs 
than they do about their children’s

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Yet We See Not Our Signs 


There isn’t a teaching more inspiring, 
invigorating and encouraging to the 
child of God than the teaching of the 
coming of the Lord. It is the hope of 
ali the ages, and every principle in the 
Bible directly or indirectly points to the 
return of our blessed Savior. 


We wish to call your attention for 
a while to our lesson and text found in 
Matt. 24:1-12, “And Jesus went out, 
and departed from the temple: and His 
disciples came to him for to shew him 
the buildings of the temple. And Jesus 
said unto them, See ye not all these 
things? verily I say unto you, There 
shall not be left here one stone upon 
another, that shall not be thrown down. 
And as he sat upon the mount of Olives, 
the disciples came unto him privately, 
saying, Tell us, when shall these things 
be? and what shall be the sign of thy 
coming, and of the end of the world? 
And Jesus answered and said unto them, 
Take heed that no man deceive you. For 
many shall come in my name saying, I 
am Christ; and shall deceive many. And 
ye shall hear of wars and rumors of 
wars: see that ye be not troubled: for 
all these things must come to pass, but 
the end is not yet. For nation shall rise 
against nation, and kingdom against 
kingdom; and there shall be famines, 
and pestilences, and earthquakes, in 
divers places. All these are the beginning 
of sorrows. Then shall they deliver you 
up to be afflicted, and shall kill you: 
and ye shall be hated of all nations for 
my name’s sake. And then shall many 
be offended, and shall betray one an- 
other, and shall hate one another. And 
many false prophets shall rise, and shall 
deceive many. And _ because iniquity 
shall abound, the love of many shall wax 
cold.” 

You will find my text in the third 
verse of our lesson: “And as he sat upon 
the mount of Olives, the disciples came 
unto him privately, saying, Tell us, 
when shall these things be? And what 
shall be the sign of thy coming, and of 
the end of the world?” Three distinct 
questions the disciples asked Him. They 
had shown Him tthe buildings of the 
temple, that mammoth structure that 
we are told cost millions of dollars, lined 
with gold, the place where the Lord met 
His people. Jesus said unto them, “Verily 
I say unto you, there shall not be left 
here one stone upon another that shall 
not be thrown down.” This certainly was 
a startling statement. The temple where 
their fathers had worshipped for centu- 
ries, where the glory of God had so won- 
derfully been manifested, and now their 
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Master tells them that one stone will not 
be left upon another that shall not be 
thrown down. “And as he sat upon the 
mount of Olives, the disciples came unto 
him privately.” They were with Him all 
alone out on the mount and they felt 
free to ask Him when these things would 
be. The first question was: Tell us, 


WHEN SHALL THESE THINGS BE? 

—the temple be destroyed. The next 
question was: “What shall be the sign of 
thy coming?” And the third question: 
“And of the end of the world.” 

In the year A. D. 70 Titus surrounded 
the city of Jerusalem with an army and 
besieged it. The Jews offered stubborn re- 
sistance until they became desperately in 
need of food. Finally when Titus broke 
through, we are told that he instructed 
his soldiers not to destroy the temple but 
in their rage and fury they tore it con- 
pletely down. But before they entered the 
city, Josephus tells us that the Jews had 
torn most of the gold from the inside of 
the temple and had broken it up and 
many of the Jews had eaten it. When the 
soldiers of Titus broke into the city and 
found that the Jews had eaten the gold 
they tore them open and took the gold 
from their stomachs. Israel was paving 
the debt they owed for crucifying thei; 
Messiah. The temple was completely de- 
stroyed as Jesus had said it would be, and 
the Jews lost their home, their country, 
their temple, their daily sacrifice, and 
they were scattered to the four winds of 
the earth and became a hissing and a by- 
word in the mouth of the Gentiles. Ps. 
44:11-14, “Thou hast given us like sheep 
appointed for meat; and hast scattered us 
among the heathen. Thou sellest thy peo- 
ple for nought, and dost not increase rhy 
wealth by their price. Thou makest us 
a reproach to our neighbours a scorn and 
a derision to them that are round about 
us. Thou makest us a byword among the 
heathen, a shaking of the head amony the 
people.” It happened to Israel as Jesus had 
said when He stood on the side of the 
mount and raised His hands toward the 
city, and with a broken heart because of 
being rejected of His own people He 
cried, ‘“O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, thou 
that killest the prophets, and ston- 
est them which are sent unto thee, how 
often would I have gathered thy chil- 
dren together, even as a hen gathereth 
her chickens under her wings, and ye 
would not! Behold, your house is left un- 
to you desolate.” It is a terrible thing to 
fall in the hands of God’s judgment, and 
this shows that men cannot get along 
without God but God can_ get along 
without them. Thus the first questicn 


has been answered in the fulfillment rel- 
ative to the destruction of the temple. 
The second question. 


“AND WHAT SHALL BE THE SIGN 
OF THY COMING?” 


If the first prophecy of Jesus concern- 
ing the destruction of the temple came 
to pass, it is certainly reasonable to be- 
lieve that the rest will come to pass. 
The disciples asked for a sign. “What 
shall be the sign—?” Jesus answered by 
giving them many signs. He said in 
verse four: “Take heed that no man de- 
ceive you.” This was a forewarning to 
the disciples and to the people of this 
age. The statement within itself makes 
us wonder what will come next. In what 
way would men try to deceive us? Verse 
five: “For many shall come in my name, 
saying, I am Christ; and shall deceive 
many.” In other words, do not be de- 
ceived in false christs. This doctrine has 
been fulfilled time and again. Chresne- 
merti of India was sent to London A. 
D. 1911 to be educated as the Christ. 
He is the leader of the Star of the East, 
the head of the Theosophy Church. This 
word “Theosophy” means “direct knowl- 
edge of God.” This man_ had twelve 
apostles, some of which were fallen 
bishops put out because of low and lude 
sins. One of his apostles is a woman, 
Mrs. Anna Beacon. This Chresne-merti 
came to Hollywood, California, in 1917, 
on April 17. He appeared on a large 
platform dimly lighted before 35,000 
people as the Messiah. We are told that 
there is a man in Palestine who claims 
to be the Christ and demands the worship 
of the whole country. The so-called late 
“Father Divine” claimed that he was 
the restorer of Israel, a man who could 
perform great and mighty miracles. 
True, he did perform miracles and has 
built 400 heavens in the U. S. (One of 
his heavens caught afire and burned 
down. The heaven the redeemed go to is 
not like that.) He claims a following of 
nearly three million people. He has such 
power and influence that his subjects 
actually worship him and call him God. 
Yes, even in Christian America! There 
was a man of late in Denver, Colorado, 
in the David tabernacle, who claimed to 
be the Messiah and said that he was Je- 
sus, speaking in the Greek language. 
On July 15, 1926, the Mosco was dedi- 
cated in Paris in the presence of the 
President of France, the British Ambas- 
sador and the Sultan of Morocco. ‘A 
man by the name of Mirza Ehulan 
claimed to be the promised Messiah 
whose advent had been told in the Bible

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The Judgments 

By request I am writing on this sub- 
ject. 

"For we must all appear before the 
judgment seat of Christ; that every one 
may receive the things done in his body, 
according to that he hath done, whether 
it be good or bad,” 2 Cor. 5:10. 

In order to thoroughly understand the 
judgments it will be necessary to first 
take up the Jewish harvest and also the 
resurrections. 

There are three judgments in which 
Christ will take a part. The judgment 
of the saints after the resurrection of 


the dead in Christ, 1 Thess. 4:13-16. 
The second judgment is the judgment 


of nations, when Christ comes to reign 
a thousand years, Matt. 25:31-46. The 
last judgment will be the white throne 
judgment which will be after the thou- 
sand years when Christ shall come on 
the clouds to set up His kingdom. Rev. 
19:11-16 shows Christ’s return on the 
clouds of heaven to set up His kingdom. 
After the thousand years are over the 
devil is loosed for a little season, Rev. 
20:7-10. Then we have, after the thou- 
sand years, the last judgment, or white 
throne judgment, Rev. 20:11-15. 

We will now take up the Jewish har- 
vest and make the comparison. 

Lev. 23:10, 11, “Speak unto the chil- 
dren of Israel, and say unto them, When 
ye be come into the land which I give 
unto you, and shall reap the harvest 
thereof, then we shall bring a sheaf of the 
firstfruits of your harvest unto the 
priest: And he shall wave the sheaf be- 
fore the Lord, to be accepted for you: 
on the morrow after the sabbath the 
priest shall wave it.” 

This chapter also gives the law of 
the Sabbath but we are dealing with the 
harvest which makes plain the resur- 
rections. There were seven great festi- 


vals which were to be observed every 
year by Israel. These first fruits of the 
harvest were reaped down by the priests 
and waved before the Lord, then the 
grain was ground and taken up to the 
temple or the place of worship. Loaves 
were made of it and it was eaten by the 
priests. This is called the first fruits of 
the harvest. This feast typifies the first 
truits of the resurrection—first Christ, 
and afterwards those that are His at 
His coming. After Christ had been cru- 
cified and placed in Joseph’s new tomb, 
He arose from the dead and presented 
Himselt on several different occasions 
to His followers, proving that He had 
actually come forth from the tomb. At 
the time of His death there was a great 
earthquake and the Bible says the graves 
were opened. 

“And, behold, the veil of the temple 
was rent in twain from the top to the 
bottom; and the earth did quake, and 
the rocks rent; And the graves were 
opened; and many bodies of the saints 
which slept arose, And came out of the 
graves after his resurrection, and went 
into the holy city, ‘and appeared unto 
many,” Matt. 27:51-53. 

In these verses we find proof that the 
saints arose, and the Lord permitted 
them to go into the city where the peo- 
ple knew them. Now the first fruits of 
the harvest represented the first fruits 
of the resurrection, which was Christ 
and those who rose with Him at this 
time. 

“But now is Christ risen from the 
dead, and become the firstfruits of them 
that slept. For since by man came death, 
by man came also the resurrection of 
the dead,” 1 Cor. 15:20, 21. 

These saints evidently consisted of all 
who had lived up to all the light they 
had before Christ was crucified. In ev- 
ery dispensation there had been many 
faithful people. In the dispensation of 
conscience, after the first pair was 
driven from the garden, we have Abel 
who made the first acceptable sacrifice 
to God, and his brother through enmity 
slew him. Then Enoch was translated 
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before the flood and it is said that he 
walked with God. Noah was also a man 
of faith and God used him in preparing 
an ark for the saving of his house, and his 
sons and his daughters who went over 
the deluge in the ark are, of course, 
numbered with those who are faithful. 
Noah began the dispensation of human 
government and no doubt there were 
many people who lived close to God and 
kept His commandments. They didn’t 
have the Bible as we have it now but 
God visited them and sent angels to visit 
them and gave them counsel. Then in 
the dispensation of promise God found 
a man who would order his house after 
him, a man of great faith—Abraham. 
Abraham prayed to God, offered sacri- 
fices and was faithful to God in his 
day. His seed went into Egyptian bond- 
age and God through His choice of these 
people as His own, remembered them 
and brought them out and with many 
miracles caused them to cross the Red 
Sea on drv land. Of course Moses was 
their great leader. Many in this dispen- 
sation were faithful and I am_ sure 
gathered to the place that God had pre- 
pared for them. Then we have Christ as 
the seed of Abraham and as a_ Re- 
deemer and it was through His power 


and resurrection that the first fruits 
came forth. 
1 Peter 3:18-20, ‘‘For Christ also 


hath once suffered for sins, the just for 
the unjust, that he might bring us to 
God, being put to death in the flesh, 
but quickened by the Spirit: By which 
also he went and preached unto the 
spirits in prison; Which sometime were 
disobedient, when once the longsuffer- 
ing of God waited in the days of Noah, 
while the ark was a preparing, where- 
in few, that is, eight souls were saved 
by water.” 

From these we see that there 
was a place in the bowels of the earth 
for those who had been faithful and 
that after Jesus’ resurrection He went 
and offered them deliverance. They, 
during their lifetime, looked for the 
Messiah and because of their faithful- 
ness they were placed on the paradisai- 
cal side of Sheol or Hades which was in 
the bowels of the earth. Jesus speaking 
of the rich man and Lazarus in Luke 
16:19-31 tells of their death and the 
rich man was buried and the soul ot 
Lazarus was carried away by the angels. 
We find in this explanation that the 
rich man lifted up his eyes in hell being 
in torment and asked that Lazarus be 
sent to dip his finger in water and cool 
his tongue. Abraham talked to the rich 
man and said, “There is a great gulf be- 
tween us so that they that would pass 
from hence to you cannot, and neither 
can they that would come from thence.” 
This proves that the spirits of both

The Jews 

News of Jewish activities and develop- 
ments today furnish items of greatest 
prophetic significance. If the Jew is 
God’s timepiece, as has been said, then 
it certainly is not at a standstill at the 
present time. 

In fifteen years the Jewish popula- 
tion of Palestine has increased almost 
tenfold, there being at present more 
than 400,000 Jews in the land. Leading 
Bible teachers have declared for many 
years that the Jew would return to his 
homeland in the last days, as is now 
coming to pass. 

Great Britain’s plan to partition the 
holy land between Jews, Arabs and the 
mandate government has caused a great 
stir on all sides. Under this plan the 
Jewish state would be about the size of 
Delaware. If the Jews accept the por- 
tion offered them in the terms of this 
plan, it will be the first Jewish state in 
about 2,000 years. While accepting this 
small portion it does not altogether ful- 
fill prophecy, it is a step in that direc- 
tion. Recently a prominent Jewish lec-

Echoes From a Convention in 
India 


Our annual convention held January 
9-16 was the best one we have had for 
years. At the very opening God’s pres- 
ence was manifested as the message, 
“Making Ditches” or “Believing Prepara- 
tion for Divine Blessing” from 2 Kings 
3:16, 17 was given. People began to 
pray more earnestly as they were ex- 
horted to do so. 

We had an English missionary and his 
wife, Brother and Sister Livesey, of the 
British Assemblies of God, with us. 
Brother Livesey, the chief speaker, was 
used of the Lord to take us to the very 
mountain top, where we felt and said 
like Peter, “It is good to be here.” 

The keynote in our morning Bible 
study was, “Let us go on unto perfec- 
tion” and these studies from the book 
of Hebrews were so interesting that one 
did not realize how quickly the time 
went. Surely they were inspiring as we 
saw Jesus seated, already crowned, wait- 
ing for us, before whom too is set the 
joy. Heb. 12:2. It was precious to know 
what that joy set before us is: The 
promise to the overcomers in Rev. 2 
and 3. It seemed that we could hear 
His voice saying, “He that hath an ear, 
let him hear what the Spirit is saying to 
the churches.” 

As we had people from the 
and Tamil districts in our midst, some 
messages were translated into both 
Malayalam and Tamil. Some were given 
in Telegu and translated into Malaya- 
lam. Volumes of hallelujahs often rolled 
forth from the audience. We must 
shout “Glory” even while writing this. 
Brother Benjamin, our general evangel- 
ist, was so under the power of the 
Spirit, that he was reeling around the 
platform at times, unable to find words 
to express the joy, but he expressed 
it with his feet and hands, often with 
tambourine. 

A number of sick were prayed for, 
sometimes so many of them that we had 
to have them all raise their hands. 
Amongst those prayed for was a demon- 
possessed man in chains. After prayer 
no change was seen, but right after he 
got home, they found that he was de- 
livered and this led to the conversion of 
some of his relatives. A few weeks after 
we had the pleasure of baptizing nine 
believers in water in the village where 
this man’s sister lives. His deliverance has 
stirred the whole community. 

During the last sessions of the con- 
vention, it was estimated that there

were about 10,000 people present. Many 
were standing for hours and during the 
heat of the day, those who could not 
find seats under the pandal sat under the 
shade of trees. Truly the last day of 
the feast seemed the best. It was begun 
with a baptismal service. A great stream 
of people marched for more than a mile, 
singing praises to the Lord to the tune 
of drums, cymbals, flutes, tambourines, 
and hand clapping. What a_ lovely 
scene for a picture with the vast 
crowds standing on the bank of a 
small lake! Thirty-two were immersed 
and the power of God was mightily 
upon a number as they came up 
out of the water. Some had _pre- 
viously been baptized with the Holy 
Ghost. For some it meant persecution 
but they had determined to go through 
with Christ Jesus their Lord. 

Four, or more, received the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost, one being a _ school 
teacher from Madura, who has come 
out from Hinduism. My, didn’t he give 
a rousing testimony in the meeting! 

The closing session of the convention 
which lasted about four hours was so 
blessed that we were loathe to close and 
the expression on people’s faces spoke 
of joy unspeakable, while one could see 
a desire for the things of God expressed 
on the faces of outsiders, which seemed 
to say, “Oh, that we had this too!” So 
Mr. Cook, seeing this, took an orange, 
just stood before the audience, peeling 
it, then eating it as he rolled his eyes and 
smacked his lips. Then someone said, 
“Is it good?” to which he replied, “Can 
you not see by the expression on my 
face?” and “Why is your mouth water- 
ing so? It is because you are longing for 
some. You can all have some.” Then 
he gave his message, “Let us go on unto 
perfection.” Of course it is difficult to 
express in print the Spirit-wrought 
things. Glory be to His name!—Bertha

INTRODUCTION 

Text, Psalm 91. One time one of the 
Wesleys was in a great storm at sea. The 
storm was so bad that it seemed the ship 
would go down. Wesley had not yet 
come into the deep experience he had in 
later life and he was afraid. There were 
some people on the ship that were sing- 
ing praises to God. Wesley asked how it 
was that they could do this in such a 
storm. One of them replied, “Have you 
never heard, ‘Perfect love casteth out 
fear’?” They were in the secret place 
of God. We, too, can lodge in the secret 
place of God where storms and trials 
will not disturb our hearts. 

THE SECRET PLACE 

A secret place is one that is hidden 
and only known to a few. Jesus said, 
“Straight is the gate and narrow is the 


way, and few there be that find it.” 
There are only a few _ traveling 
the narrow way. The number is still 
small that is in the secret place of 


God. The secret place might be illus- 
trated by the vision of the river in 
Ezekiel 47. When we are in water loin 
deep it cramps us and causes us to double 
up to get under and be hidden.

The Murphy College, of Sevierville, Tenn., is now 
the property of the Church of God, for the new home 
of the Church of God Bible Training School, at a 
price less than 14 cents on the dollar of the original 
cost of the property. 

The property consists of over sixty-three acres of 
land within the city limits of Sevierville. Sevierville, 
incidently, is the county site of Sevier county, a 
pleasant little town situated half way between the 
Great Smoky Mountains and the city of Knoxville, 
on a splendid concrete highway, about twenty-three 
miles southeast of Knoxvilie. 

The buildings on the property consist of the ad- 
ministration building, boys’ dormitory, girls’ dormi- 
tory, president’s home, a barn and boiler house. 

The administration building was erected in 1923, 
is 128 feet long, 58 feet wide, two story, solid 
brick with tower, full daylight basement under two- 
thirds of the building; contains library, rest rooms, 
large study hall, laboratories, recitation rooms and 
has all modern conveniences. 

The boys’ dormitory is 156 feet long, 56 feet wide 
at one end and 75 feet at the other, two story, solid 
brick; has a living room 35 feet by 52 feet, library, 
bath rooms, electric lights and steam heat. 


The girls’ dormitory was built in 1924, is 38 feet 





large living halls and rooms and all modern con- 
veniences. 

The president’s home, partially destroyed by fire, 
can be easily repaired. 

The barn and steam plant are not so valuable, but 
will serve their purpose well. 

The college property has not been in use for the 
last two years, therefore, needs some repair, which 
work is already under way. 

The Murphy College was a Christian institution 
under the supervision of the Methodist Episcopal 
Board of Education, and was originally founded in 
1890 and named for one of the original promoters, 
Col. Charles C. Murphy. The name was later changed, 
however, to the Murphy Collegiate Institute. 

I am told that after the final sale a number of the 
original promoters, whose labors made it possible for 
the Murphy College to train hundreds of men and 
women for the ministry, .were present, and some 
with tears in their eyes expressed that they felt it 
was the hand of the Lord that we should have the 
school and continue the work which they had begun.

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WHERE SHALL I WORK? 


‘Hear instruction, and be wise, and 
refuse it not. Blessed is the man that 
heareth me, watching daily at my gates, 
waiting at the posts of my doors. For 
whoso findeth me findeth life, and 
shall obtain favour of the Lord,” Pro- 
verbs 8:33, 35. 

In the fall of 1936 a certain state 
overseer came to me and asked me how 
I would like to take a work in a certain 
town. I knew the town was a hard place 
and there had been two good experienced 
evangelists there during different assem- 
bly years, and held the fort down, but 
it seemed there could not be much ac- 
complished. I told the overseer that I 
would pray about it and let him know, 
so I talked to God and that night the 
Lord dealt with me. Finally I told the 
overseer I would go, so right after the 
Assembly I went back to this city and 
made arrangements to take over the 
work. They all seemed to be enthused 
to help and so I went into the work 
just as hard as I could, gave up a good 
job, and moved to the town where I was 
taking the church. I got me a job so I 
could help meet my obligations as the 
church was small (only three women 
left to work), no men folks that were 
members). It began to look discourag- 
ing. The first Sunday we went over to 
attend Sunday School there were only 
three people present. That was the super- 
intendent, the church clerk, and another 
lady. My wife said to me as we went 
in, “Oh, we'll never be able to do any- 
thing here.” I said, “Oh, yes, we will, if 
we are in the will of the Lord.” So we 
got busy. Wife and I started out visit- 
ing homes. That night for service we 
had forty people. We put on a Sunday 
School campaign and increased by leaps 
and bounds, and won the state banner, 
first time they ever won the banner 
since the church was set in order. 

Every thing was going well for a 
while, and it began to go backwards, 
people quit working, and attendance 
was decreasing. Every one seemed to get 
discouraged. Finally I began to think 
something was wrong with me. I began 
to examine myself, and I prayed and 
seemed to get nowhere. I lost three 
jobs and I did most every thing to make 
enough to live on and meet my obliga- 
tions. I pushed a wheel barrow of gravel 
and sand until blood ran out of the 
palms of my hands and I asked God for 
strength, but finally I had to tell the 
foreman to give me a lighter job, and 
instead of giving me a job I could stand 
he fired me. I went home praying and 
crying for God to undertake somehow, 
as I was getting behind with my obliga- 
tions. When I got home I became sick 
and could not go on with my work at 
the church that night. When I saw the 
enemy working against me (as I thought 
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it was the enemy) I trusted God to heal 
me and got all right and went on with 
the church work. The crowd was small, 
sometimes five or six came out to hear 
me preach. 

One day a brother came to me and we 
talked a few minutes about the work 
there. He said he felt led to come to 
this state and take this work, so I told 
the overseer that I would not take it 
another year. He gave it to this brother; 
he went into the work. They started in 
good for a while and it lasted about four 
months. They gave up the hall and be- 
gan to have cottage prayer meetings. 
During the Assembly there was talk that 
the church would be disbanded. I thought 
of so many unsaved men there and I be- 
gan to pray and ask God where He 
wanted me to go the coming year. Some- 
thing seemed to say, “The place you left 
off unfinished.” I had a chance to take 
a more paying place, where I could get 
full support and I prayed about it. Still 
something seemed to say, ““The place you 
left off unfinished.” I said, “All right, 
Lord, I'll go.” Wife felt the same way 
about it. I told the state overseer I would 
take that place again, and that I would 
die trying to put it over. He said, “Go 
to it, Brother,” so I went back and 
found still three women trying to hold 
on. We began to pray and ask God to 
just give us a place where He wanted 
us, and during our cottage prayer meet- 
ing God dealt with the women and they 
started a Ladies Willing Workers’ Band. 
We took up the offering and got $1.00 
to start with for our new church. We 
kept going every Sunday and having 
meetings in Sister Reecie Elkins’ home 
at 11 Grover Street, Battle Creek, Mich. 
I got a job near the city and worked to 
help support my family and meet my 
obligations, as I did not want to be a 
burden to the church and people who 
were working to get our new church. 
God began to bless every one, others 
began to take interest, saved and unsaved 
were all working, women and also men. 
They sold pencils, aprons, and many 
things to raise money. The clerk, Sister 
Ova Keathely, 75 Graves Ave., was ap- 
pointed leader of the L. W. W. B. and 
she had many different plans of raising 
the money for the church. Every one 
co-operated with her 100 per cent and 
God wonderfully used her and the 
others in a mighty way. 

One day the way was opened to buy 
a church through an ex-minister who 
had backslidden, but wanting to come 
back to God, and God, I believe, is go- 
ing to use him. His name is Rector 
Lewis. He used to be with the Assembly 
of God, and he seeing the light on the 
Church is doing all he can to help. We 
got Brother Paul H. Walker to look 
over the church and close the deal for 
us. The L. W. W. B. raised the. down 
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payment and enough to repair the in- 
terior and paint it. An artist, Percy 
Dunn, donated his talent and time to 
paint the interior and painted a nice 
background of the old Jewish synagogue. 
Oh, it was wonderful just how the Lord 
worked things out. I went over one 
day and found six unsaved men working 
on the church trying to get the interior 
in order to move in at once. The first 
service night we had a house full of 
people, and the attendance just 
continued increasing so that the clerk 
said we would just have to enlarge the 
church if it kept this up. 

We have not had any revival but are 
planning to start and continue till God 
says stop. Our attendance is about 75 
per cent unsaved people. God has won- 
derfully given me favor with the un- 
saved men and they are all surely cc- 
operating with me to put the church 
over and pay it out of debt. 

Friends and brothers, if you want to 
work for the Lord, first hear instruc- 
tions, be wise, and refuse it not. If God 
sends you to a place, stick to it until He 
is through with you. The most trouble 
with a lot of preachers is they run ‘9 
and fro trying to find an easy place, or 
trying to get on the good side of the 
overseer to get a paying church, etc., but 
I often think of the words, 

Where shall I work, Father? 

Where shall I work today? 

And my love flowed warm and free; 

Then He pointed me out a humble 

Spot, 
And said, Tend that for me. 

I answered quickly, Oh, no not that; 
Why no one would ever see, 

No matter how well my work was 

done; 
Not that little place for me. 

And the word He spoke it was not 

stern, 
He answered me tenderly, 

Ab, little one, search that heart of 

thine, 
Art thou working for them or me? 

Nazareth was a little place, and so 

was Galilee. 

I often hear some preachers tell how 
they sacrificed, and that they were not 
going back to a certain church, etc. 
Oh, brother and sister, are you working 
for them or JESUS? The Word says, 
“Blessed is the man that heareth me” 
(that means woman too). If we will 
hear Him and obey Him, we will ob- 
tain favor with the Lord. Obedience is 
better than all your sacrifice you have 
spoken of to others. Some may not en- 
jov this but it is true just the same. We 
find ourselves complaining, grumbling, 
and finding, fault with one another, or 
trying to kill one. another’s influence, 
which is one of the devil’s working tools.

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way and the first thing you know you

whereabouts when night comes? Yes, 
and many fathers and mothers will be 
sorry some day about the way they let 
their children do. Let me say right here, 
in many places the preacher has to put 
up with his members’ children running 
in and out of the church while he en- 
deavors to tell the lost about the shed 
blood of Christ to blot out their sins. 
I say with all due respect to every one, 
that it is a shame on the parents of such 
children. In the home is the place to 
train the little ones how to reverence 
the house of God. The home and the 
church just must co-operate in the 
training of the children, or we'll soon 
be overcome with lawlessness and de- 
bauchery. 

Here is something that will no doubt 
invite criticism but let it come. Lots of 
the trouble with children is, the parents 
do not co-operate in the home. The 
mother will say, Son, mother will have 
to punish you if you do that again. The 
father will say, No, you won’t. Run to 
daddy, son. The child will see that they 
are divided and consequently will do 
worse than ever. Am I right, dear pa- 
rents? Yes, indeed. Isn’t it pitiful to see 
a child kick at his parents, throw his 
spoon down from the table, have a mad 
fit and refuse to eat until his mother 
pets and begs him to? It’s pitiful never- 
theless it’s TRUE. I certainly believe 
that juvenile rebellion is worse now than 
it has ever been in the history of the 
world. | want to make an earnest appeal 
to all the fathers and mothers that read 
this article, to take a greater stand than 
ever before in adequate child training. 
Will it be said about your children, “I 
discerned among the youths, a young 
man void of understanding”? Proverbs 
7:7. My, how it would make you feel 
to hear some one say about your child, 
“That child is to be pitied, it has never 
been trained”? As best I can remember, 
John Wesley, the great reformer, once 
said, “I attribute most of my success to 
the training that my mother gave me ia 
my early life.” A minister once said to 
me, “Brother Roberts, I let my children 
go to the movie, I think it’s education- 
al.” Yes, it will help your child to learn 
how to be a better bandit or gangste:. 
How many fathers and mothers take 
their children around their knees and 
read to them from God’s blessed Word 
how they should carry themselves? You 
should do this every morning _ before 
they have to meet with so many wicked 
environments. You should be VERY, 
VERY careful about the kind of litera- 
ture that you let your child read. It’s 
your duty to see to it that your children 
have good wholesome literature to read. 
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In many Church of God homes that I 
have been in I find the very worst of 
dirty, unholy magazines that will create 
lust and finally adultery. My dear 
friend, this should not be. 

Another mistake fathers and mothers 
make is to talk about people in the pres- 
ence of their children. We should teach 
our children in early childhood to be 
truthful and honest and not to infringe 
on the rights of others. Another mis- 
take is to let the child know that re- 
gardless of what he does you will up- 
hold him in it. How Christians can rest 
satisfied about their children’s lost con- 
dition is more than I can understand. 
It’s indeed obvious to every parent that 
we are living in a very perilous age, an 
age of crime and wicked devices, and 
for this reason we should work very 
hard to train our children to abstain 
from all appearance of evil. I wish to 
state further that we should not wait 
until the child is ten or twelve years old 
to start training them, but start in time 
to head off ill tempers, bad habits, etc. 

Proverbs 22:15 says, “Foolishness is 
bound in the heart of a child: but the 
rod of correction will drive it far from 
him.” I don’t mean to convey the 
thought that you must always be whip- 
ping your children. Lots of times a good 
talk or council meeting with them will 
serve the purpose. When once you learn 
the thing that will help you control 
your children, most of your problems 
will be solved. I’d like to refer to what 
helped my dear old mother with me. 
She learned that talking to me did more 
good than to be always whipping me. 
So many times she would take me aside 
from the rest of the family and give me 
a good talk and, my, how sorry I was 
that I had caused mother so much sor- 
row. Let me tell you, those words are 
still with me until this very hour. What 
it takes for one of your children will 
not do for another one many times. 
Now let’s read Proverbs 20:7, “The just 
man walketh in his integrity: his chil- 
dren are blessed after him.” Father, can 
that be said about you? If you get 
drunk, smoke, chew tobacco, curse, 
swear, tell lies, and be of a fanfaron 
character, can you expect your son to 
be a nice, refined, intelligent young 
gentleman, or will you expect him to be 
a gamin, which? I'll tell you if you sow 
turnips, turnips will spring forth, and 
if you sow ignominious seed you may 
expect to reap an ignominious product. 
I am informed that in 1937 there were 
385,000 boys on the roads hitch-hiking 
from city to city. Who is to blame for 
the prodigals of today? I'll let you an- 
swer. Yes, the number of lazy, don’t- 
care boys and girls is prodigious. 

Now a few words to mothers. Mothers, 
do you know that THE VOICE tells us 
we have 439,640 girls in our colleges, 
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universities, and normal schools where 
they are being trained to serve the na- 
tion as useful wives, mothers, teachers, 
and workers of every type? We have 
1,350,000 girls being trained in our 
taverns to be—well, you name it. In 
the face of all these facts we have fa- 
thers and mothers in our fair land who 
will drink and curse and fight before 
their dear little boys and girls. Many 
mothers are failing to teach their girl 
how to be a good intelligent mother, 
wife, cook, or any thing much. I know 
some poor mothers in the city here in 
Dillon (S. C.) who have to wait on 
their grown girls. These girls stay out 
late at night and next morning they lie 
in bed while that poor old mother goes 
about the housework. I’ve seen them 
leave home smoking a cigarette. It’s a 
dirty shame to behold! 

Do you remember what the great 
Apostle Paul said to young Timothy? 


Here is what he said, “When I call to 


remembrance the unfeigned faith that 
is in thee, which dwelt first in thy 
grandmother Lois, and 
Eunice; and I am persuaded that in thee 
also.” Do you want this said about your 


son or daughter? If you do, you had bet-_ 


ter keep an eye on them and not let 
them keep bad company. Teach them 
the Word of God in early life. I presume 
that Timothy’s mother lived the life be- 
fore him. You should not live the hypo- 
crite life at home and then at the church 
act as if you possessed more religion than 
Abraham. If you do, your children will 
not be like Timothy but will be inclined 
to be skeptical. If your children have 
confidence in you that means that you 
are a light to them. If they don’t, that 
means you are a stumbling block to them. 

Now what we need to do is to renew 
our covenant with the Lord, and get the 
old altar bench in our homes, have family 
worship and let the devil know we 
haven’t forgotten our children. Let him 
know that our children don’t have to 
leave home to get in good company. 

In conclusion I want to say if you 
derive any benefit from this article give 
the Lord the praise for He is the one 
that helped me write it. May God bless 
every one that may chance to read it. 
Amen.
